Tomatoes Need Space

Nearly everybody grows 
tomatoes because they like 
to eat them and because 
“they’re so easy.” Easy— 
until 
the 
first 
d isap ­ 
pointment. And who hasn’t 
been 
disappointed 
with 
tomato performance at one 
time or another? To help you 
avoid frustration, the Ortho 
book, 
“ All 
About 
Vegetables,” gives you all 
the do’s and don’ts to guide 
you. 
The book recom m ends 
starting 
with 
transplants. 
These are available, usually 
in small flats, at all garden 
outlets. The num ber of 
varieties offered can be 
bewildering. Which do you 
want? 
The 
flats provide 
varietal 
nam es 
but, 
generally, 
no 
other 
in­ 
formation. 
Before going shopping for 
started plants, check out 
various details in “ All About 
Vegetables.” First, what is 
the variety best suited to the 
area where you live? The 
number of days of growth to 
rrraturity (harvest) is given 
for varieties. Then you 
compare this with the map 
that shows the length of 
growing season in your area. 
You find out what ad­ 
vantages one red (or orange, 
if that’s what you prefer) 
variety has over another. Is 
it a heavy or a concentrated 
or a concentrated yielder? Is 
it crack-resistant? Does it 


fruit at cool temperatures? 
How big are the fruits? 
Most tomatoe plants are 
big space users. Find 
out 
how to economize on space 
You can go to containers 
with big growing tomatoes 
or only dwarfs, and there’s a 
great 
difference 
among 
dwarfs. Fruit size varies— 
and so does the size of the 
bush, which determines the 
size planter you must use. 
When planting wait until 
night 
te m p e ra tu res 
are 
warm as tomato plants are 
choosy and 
prefer cool 
nights. 
Now pick out the plants 
you want. If you can’t find 
ideally compact plants, you 
can manage with somewhat 
leggy ones. Tomatoes are 
planted deep, so you bury at 
least half of the stem. It 
takes root and you’re not 
coping helplessly with weak 
growth. 
As soon as plants start to 
grow, they are going to need 
staking 
and 
training 
w hether 
you 
have 
tall- 
growing or bush varieties 
(fru»t rots ii it lies on the 
ground). Caging is one easy 
way that is diagrammed for 
you in the book. There are 
others. 
“ All 
About 
Vegetables” also shows you 
explicitly how to stake-and 
the size crop you can expect 
according to the way you 
stake. 
Watering and feeding can 
be critical. Too much water 


and fertilizer at the wrong 
time can result in all vine 
and little fruit. This state of 
affairs happens over and 
over and can be so easily 
avoided. 
The failure to set fruit can 
also be connected 
with 
tem p eratu res, 
excessive 
rain, 
and 
persistent 
hum idity. You can also 
blam e 
blossom-end 
rot, 
v'hich may be caused by 
some 
freakish 
w eather- 
moisture condition or your 
failure to provide enough 
calcium.

Check Elm Trees 
For Leaf Larvae 


Now is the time to inspect 
elm trees for elm leaf beetle 
larvae, 
sa y s 
Jam es 
R. 
Risinger, County Extension 
Agent in Collin County. 
“ If trees are infested with 
these tiny larvae it should be 
treated now to prevent the 
tree from losing the leaves in 
July and August,” Risinger 
warns 
The tiny larvae are dark 
colored when small but turn 
a dull yellow , with two rows 
of black spots on the back 
when full grown. The larvae 
are about ‘2-inch long when 
full grown. The larvae crawl 
down the tree to the ground 


and pupate at the base of the 
tree. 
Adult beetles, which 
are about 
‘/4-inch 
long, 
deposit 
yellow 
eggs 
in 
clusters on the leaves. 
Insecticides applied to the 
base of elm trees will help 
some but will not control the 
damage to the leaves, says 
Risinger. 
Treating 
the elm 
trees 
with Sevin will reduce the 
population, according to the 
county 
agent. 
He 
also 
pointed out that repeated 
applications 
would 
be 
necessary because the adult 
beetles m igrate from other 
infested trees.

Web worms Hide 
And Night Feed 


You develop a healthy and 
luxuriant lawn— that will be 
the envy of your neighbors 
if you control the bugs that 
might infest it.

Naturalists Upset

Some months ago an auto 
c o m p a n y 
e x e c u t i v e 
testifying

alleged that trees may be a 
major cause of air pollution. 
Naturalists naturally were 
greatly 
upset 
over

allegation. When I cited the 
testimony 
as 
possibly 
pointing up the need for new 
methods of smog controls, I 
was 
sorely 
berated 
by 
woodsy types. 
And, 
being easily 
in­ 
timidated, 
I 
promptly 
dropped the subject. 
But now three chemists at 
the 
Naval 
Research 
Laboratory here have come 
up 
with 
corroborating 
evidence. 
They report that a study of 
conditions during 
an 
air 
pollution 
alert 
here 
22 
months ago indicates that 
trees and other vegetation 
were more to blame than 
auto fumes. 
First, let us be calm. Let 
us 
not 
rush out 
George 
Washington-like and try to 
freshen the air with hat­ 
chets. But neither let us be 
blinded 
to 
reality 
by 
emotional 
attachments 
to 
our leafy friends. 
If it turns out the stately 


pines on your estate are 
giving off smog-producing 
hydrocarbons, let us face up 
to the problem and deal with 
it 
in 
a 
firm 
but 
com­ 
passionate manner. 
Since the smog problem is 
worse in the spring and 
summer, the season when 
treos become verdant 
we 
may 
assume 
that 
hydrocarbon emission is 
linked to greenery. 
The first task, then, is to 
stagger 
the 
seasonal 
changes so that half the trees 
will sprout in the fall, bear 
foliage in winter and drop 
their leaves in the spring. 
If 50 per cent of the trees 
are bare all summer, smog 
should be reduced propor­ 
tionately. 
Secondly, since greenery

LOCO, Okla. (U P I) - A 
southern Oklahoma oil field 
is the site of an experiment 
in a new water-assisted 
combustion 
method 
of 
recovering oil from rock 
formations. 
The method involves the 
use of underground fire and 
injections of air and water. It 
has been used with some 
success in other wells but 
still is considered unproven. 
Continental 
Oil 
Co. 
of­ 
ficials estim ate the ex­ 
periment in the Loco field 
will cost about $700,000. 
Preston Meeks, assistant 
manager of Oklahoma City’s 
production division, said the 
project was much more 
expensive than the other 
methods which have been 
used to attempt to recover 
oil from the area. 
“ Now that crude oil prices 
are higher it is perhaps 
becoming more near to an 
economical process,” he 
said. 
However, it is still an 
experiment and the com­ 
pany does not know yet if it 
will be worth the expense, he 
said. It may be two years or 
longer before officials know 
if the effort is successful, he 
said. 
Conoco has operated in the 
field for more than IO years, 
successfully recovering oil 


from shallow 250-foot wells. 
This w ill 
be 
the 
third 
technique the company has 
used. 
“ Fire-flooding has been in 
use in excess of IO years,” 
Meeks said. “ The additional 
trick of adding water to 
control the pattern has not 
been in existence long. It is 
an improvement on the older 
process. . 
“ One df the big faults has 
been controlling the shape of 
i 


the 
pattern. 
People 
in 
v a r i o u s 
r e s e a r c h 
organizations learned that 
by injecting water they can 
control the pattern a little 
bit.” 
Five injection wells have 
been placed along a center 
line of the 22.5-acre test plot, 
and the 26 producer wells are 
along the perimeter of the 
tract. 
A controlled underground 
fire will burn outward from 


each injection well toward 
the surrounding producing 
wells. 
A Conoco spokesman de­ 
scribed it as "somewhat like 
the ripples on a pond, but 
infinitely slower.” 
The fire is expected to 
bum less than a foot a day. It 
will be varied by slowing or 
increasing the speed of the 
fire and can be extinguished 
by cutting off the air. The 
water 
w ill 
be 
injected 


periodically to make 
the 
burning more uniform.

How to save electricity when 
using air conditioning 


Central Systems 
1. Keep equipment at top operating efficiency. Have it checked 
seasonally by qualified serviceman. 
2. Check filter every 30 days. Dirty filters cause equipment to 
use excessive electricity, lf filter is permanent, clean by manu­ 
facturer s directions; if it s disposable, it should be replaced 
when dirty. 
3. Keep furniture, draperies away from air outlets and returns. 
Clean often. 
4. Close draperies and blinds to keep out direct sunlight.

Greasy stove hood 
T/ poses problem

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — The hood over my stove is such a mess. 
Since scrubbing did not remove the greasy, grimy look I 
took it down to have it painted at a shop that spray paints 
appliances. I was told paint would not stick. The grease had 
permeated the metal and that removing this grease was im­ 
possible. I took it home and used everything I could think of 
but nothing did any good. I do not know what to do. I would 
buy a new hood but they are no longer made in the required 
size. Does anyone know of some kind of paint that would 
stick to greasy metal? — GEORGIA. 
DEAR GEORGIA — I found conflicting opinions as I 
tried to get a professional answer for your problem. On one 
side I was told that nothing would remove this grease or 
cover it. On the other side was the suggestion that a 
degreasing solution such as a good quality naptha be spread 
on with a brush, wiped off with clean rags and then 
repeated using more clean rags. This must be done out of 
doors as naptha is flammable. After this use a metal 
primer and then it should be ready for the paint. Good luck!
